Columbus, Feb. 20.—Activities of 


"bootlegger*," caught by inspectors 
of the state liquor licensing commis- 
sion since the license system was es- 
tablished, netted county treasuries 
almost |50,000, according to a re- 
port filed with the governor today 
by State Auditor Vic Donahey. 


This amount covers money secur- 


ed in fines from persons arrested and 
convicted during the period 
begin- 


ning Augst 4, 1913 and ending Oc- 
tober 17, 19H, for selling 
liqwor 


without a license. 
During that time 


363 bootleggers were arrested and 
263 convictions were secured. 


Auditor Donahey's report as filed 


today, is the first complete summary 
Of the work of the license 
system 
•ince its creation, in 191 s. 


Although the auditor does not 


make any specific recommendations 
to the chief executive as to the merits 
of the license system itself, he as- 
serted that it fs nis belief that the 
legislature should refrain from tam- 
pering with the law as it now stands 
and give it a farther trial. The one 
suggestion Mr. Donahey wonld have 
carried out, and this is not included 
Ml the report, is that salaries of 
caaaty ItonM boards be reduced, 


for violation* of the 


law in selling liquor without a li- 
cense were made in Hamilton county 
than in any other. Out of a total of 
41 arrests, 33 convictions were se- 
cured, the report states. In Mont- 
gomery county, second largest num- 
ber of "bootleggers" were found, ac- 
cording to the report, with 37 arrests 
and 3'} convictions. 
Clark county 


was third with 31 arrests and nine 
convictions. Twenty sellers of liqoor 
who Jiad failed to secure a license 
were hauled into court in Cwyahoga 
county, but only 12 convictions were 
secured. 


At the close of business on Oct 


17, 1914, tolal receipts of the liqwor 
license board were $873,059.45, in- 
cluding ^ 165,000 appropriated by the 
legislature, of this amount, $500,- 
000 was transferred to the general 
revenue fund of the state, making 
the liquor license system one of the 
state's largest revenue producers 


The report shows that 
$57S,000 


was secured from payment of iiqaoi- 
license fees alone. The expenses or 
the license system were $299,370.49.

Cherbourg, via Paris, Feb. 20.— 


The story of the sinking 
of 
the 


French steamer Ville De Lille, by a 
German submarine off the Barfleur 
lighthouse, east of Cherbourg, was 
told last night by the boatswain of 
the vessel, which was sent to the 
bottom Tuesday. 


"The 
submarine 
which 
sunk 


them," he said, "was the 
U-16, 


which pursued the Ville De Lille 
some distance and 
maneuvered in 


such a way as to prevent her escape. 
Then the Germans hoisted the signal, 
'stop or we fire on you,' after which 
the steamer stopped and the sub- 
marine came alongside. 


"I will give you 10 minutes 
to 


leave the ship." said - the German 
commander, according to the boat- 
swain's story. 
The crew complied 


with the order and took to the boats, 
pulling toward Barfleur. 


"Meanwhile two men 
from 
the 


submarine went aboard the steamer 
and placed two bombs, one in the 
captain's room and the other in the 
forecastle. 
Ten minutes later there 


were two explosion and the ship be- 
gan to sink stern first. The captain 
and the crew wept as they saw their 
ship go down. 


"The submarine then returned to 


the- Ville De Lille's boats when it 
was seen what desperate efforts the 
sailors were making to row to the 
coast and took them in tow until the 
Barfleur was in sight."

Washington. Feb. 22.—Secretary 


Daniels today ordered Commander 
Walter R. Gherardi. American Naval 
attache at Berlin, to investigate and 
make a full report on the destruc- 
tion of the American steamer Evelyn, 
So far officials hava merely reported 
tie sinking of the vessel ana her 
cargo, but gave no details. 


Secretary Daniels explained that 


his purpose in directing an inquiry, 
after the state department had cal- 
led up the ambassadors at London 
and Berlin for a report, was to se- 
cure 
technical 
information 
which 


perhaps might not be included in 
the ambassador's replies. 
It was 


or 
course understood 
that Com- 


mander Gherardi, as American at- 
tache at the American embassy at 
Berlin would be guided entirely by 
Ambassador Gherardi in making his 
investigation. 


It is said at the navy department 


that from present indications it will 
be difficult for the naval officer to 
secure actual information of v.-hat 
actually destroyed the Evelyn. 


The "fact that the Evelyn lies at 


the bottom of the Xorth sea, would 
make it difficult to examine her hull. 
It was pointed out, however, that 
German officials might disclose to 
the American naval officer in con- 
fidence the map of their mine fields 
in the vicinity where the Evelyn was 
sunk. 


"The minister from the Nether- 


lands called at the state department 
early today to inquire what reports 
this government had received about 
the Evelyn. 
He said he had no 


official report of the destruction of 
the vessel. After 
conferring with 


Counsellor Lansing, he expressed the 
opinion that the sinking apparently 
must have been entirely accidental.

The telegraph line from 
Grayson 


to Bluff has been out of commission 
much of the time since early last 
evening. As nearly as could be learn- 
ed at Grayson. the whites have been 
reinforced by armed men from 
the 


nearby settlements and ranches. 
It 


was stated that the posse originally 
outnumbered by 52 to 26 today was 
stronger than the band of Indians.

WASHINGTON'S TRIUMPH. 


Hew the Surrender of General Corn- 
wallis impressed a French Observer. 
In tbe diary of Baron Closen. a 


young Frenchman who came to Amer- 
ica with Rochambeau and acted as in- 
terpreter between the French general 
and Washington, are to be found many 
interesting references to the American 
chieftain and his career. In Closen's 
account of Cornwallis' surrender he 
says: 


"At 2 o'clock the garrison of York 


marched out before tbe allied army, 
which was formed in two lines, tbe 
French standing opposite to tbe Ameri- 
cans and wearing their gala uniforms. 
While passing between the two lines 
tbe English showed the greatest con- 
tempt for the Americans, who, to say 
the truth, did not cut much of a figure 
compared with our army in appearance 
and equipment for tbe greater port of 
these unfortunates were dressed in lit- 
tle white cldth jackets, dirty and rag- 
ged, and many of them were almost 
barefooted. 
Ttoe English had given 


them tbe nickname 'Janckey Dudlc.' 


-But wont of that? the sensible man 


will ask. These people are all the more 
praiseworthy and brave for fighting as 
they do, .when they are so badly pro- 
vided with everything." 


Of what be saw La the conquered 


town Closen writes: 


"I shall never forget how awful its 


aspect was. One could not take three 
steps without finding great gashes 
made by bombs, fragments, fissures, 
bullets, partially filled trenches, scat- 
tered arms and legs of whites and 
negroes, pieces of uniforms. Most of 
the bouses bad been shattered by can- 
non balls. 


"We found Lord Cornwallis at his 


£cadquarters. He is a man of noble 
«waJ, magnanimous cud firm. He seem- 
ed to be saying: "I hnve nothing for 
which to blame myself. ! have done 
my duty and defended myself as long 
as it was possible.*"

plant. It also has a 
management 


that believes 
in municipal owner- 


ship. ' 


As a result the rate for electricity 


has been reduced from 15c per kilo- 
watt hour to 5c, thus saving the peo- 
ple of the city 01 er $700,000. "Mu- 
nicipal Engineering," 
a 
technical 


municipal magazine, quotes 
from 


the annual report of the ,Pasadena 
plant as follows- 


"The operation of the municipal 


lighting plant m Pasadena 
has 


broken all records for economy, ac- 
cording to the annual report." 


Among 
other things it says: 


"The saving resulting to the people 
of Pasadena from October 1, 1908, 
to June 30, 191?. by reason of the 
difference in rates charged 
before 


the city entered the light and power 
business and the rates charged our 
neighboring cities since, amounts to 
$557,583.90 plus the saving for the 
past year of $174,000, making a to- 
tal saving of $7.°>1,OS3.96. 


"The rate was 15c, per kilowatt 


hour when the city began talking 
about a municipal plant. 
Then it 


dropped to 12 •">, while the plant was 
teing built. 
AVhon the 
rate was 


lowered to meet the Sc, rate estab- 
listed by the citv the 12.5 rate was 
ontinued in force in other southern 
California ciUe^ by our competitors. 


"Subsequent^ the base 
rate in 


some cities was reduced to lOc. and 
so remained until January., 
191?. 


when a rate of J>c, was established. 
On April 1, JSH, * base rate of 7c, 
was made toy tb<" city's competitor 
in various oUier cities. However, 
when compaied with the rate of Ac 
:harged by Pa^dena's municipal 
plant ihis is considerable higher."

(Philadelphia Record.) 


One of the trade newspapers is 


profoundly impressed with the state- 
ment of Henrj Ford that if a Euro- 
pean nation wants 40.000 automo- 
biles be will supply them at pre- 
cisely the price at which he sells 
one machine to an individual Amer- 
ican citizen, and it regards this as 
demonstrating a High 
standard of 


business ethics, and urges 
its uni- 


versal adoption. It inquires why the 
large buyer should get better terms 
than the small buyer. 


Well, one reason is that if whole- 


sale prices are not lower than retail 
prices no one but a very rich man 
could afford to buy goods to sell 
again. 
The retail dealer would no 


longer make a profit on his busi- 
ness, but he "would render an altru- 
istic 
service 
to the community so 


long as his private resources enabled 
him to live without pursuing a gain- 
ful occupation. 


But another reason is that the sell- 


ing price necessarily covers the cost 
of selling, and it costs something lo 
sell even Mr. Ford's machines.

What becomes of the retailer If 


schemes for co-operative buying and 
storage and public markets shall be 
worked out successfully? 


There need be no fear for the re- 


tailer, provided he is progressive and 
adapts his business to the prices the 
consumer is able to pay. For 
one 


thing, the average retailer is far too 
apt to buy his goods of the whole- 
saler simply because it is "the easiest 
waj." 


Perhaps it takes him but five min- 


utes to give his order to the agent of 
the wholesaler. 
Perhaps also by a 


little investigation among the farm- 
ers and farm bureaus, lie could find 
some one who would agree to let him 
have small quantities of food prod- 
ucts every week at a price a little 
ahead of that which the farmer gets 
from the jobber, and 
which 
would 


permit him to sell to the retailer for 
a moderate price. 


Retail business should be done in 


bigger units. The little grocer, who 
never gets business enough to buy in 
any quantity, is not an economical 
distributor. 
If 
he 
can 
advertise 


reasonably. he should 
be able to 


double his sales, which would per- 
mit him to buy in larger quantities, 
to reduce his overhead charges per 
unit of sale, and to sell at a lower 
price. 


Distribution of food products is a 


big subject. Its various aspects have 
only been hinted at in the limited 
space available for this series of 
editorials. The ideas Unit stand out 
most clearly are these: 


1. The American people are pay- 


ing a needlessly high cost for food 
by letting these supplies pass through 
too many hands. 


2. 
The farmer could make more 


money for himself by providing such 
storage facilities, 
usually 
by 
co- 


operative arrangements, as would 
enable him to sell to retailers and 
single consumers in small lots as 
needed. 


3. The retailer should take more- 


pains to protect the interest of his 
customers, and investigate all possi- 
ble chances of buying goods direct 
from the producers. 
Then he should 


advertise freely to enlarge his busi- 
ness and reduce the relative cost of 
overhead charges.

Frank James, now dead in 'Missouri at 
the age of seventy-four, was not of 
iiis own creation. WiWhen. he and the 
men acting with him in

They were 
desperate robbers and murderers, and 
they did not kill for revenge, as has 
been said, but for booty.

In this evil com- 
pany they acquired the lust of loot 
•which on the return of peace led them 
naturally into highwaymanship. They 
did not pursue the

feuds of a 


turbulent frontier, as the romancers 
iave had it. They robbed banks and 
railroad trains, and sometimes 
tfeey 


pillaged whole towns, slaying the first 
jeople they met in order by terror to 
facilitate their thefts 
and their es- 


cape. 


While the desperadoes 
themselves 


lad no 
illusions 
concerning their 


atrocious 
occupation, 'the 
people 


among whom they lived in a sparsely 
settled district of Western Missouri 
regarded them with awe or sympathy. 
[n that region they were sure of pro- 
tection. Officers sent to arrest them 
were murdered. There was hardly a 
house for miles around in which they 
ould not find refuge and defense. It 
was not until the Youngers were cap- 
tured in Minnesota and Jesse James 
was killed by a member of his own 
gang, whose treachery was paid for bv 
the State, that the man now dead con- 
cluded to surrender. 


That Frank James never was pun- 


ished for any of his misdeeds is per- 
haps the strangest feature of a career 
that for fifteen years seemed to be 
leading straight to the gallows. When 
he was an outlaw his neighbors safe- 
guarded him. When he 
yielded to 


law they refused to convict him or to 
consider very seriously any 
charge 


that was made against him. Such de- 
votion, perhaps, shows that he had at 
least one virtue linked with his thous- 
and crimes.

dent of the Obio Federation, likened 
the convention to a "forum for dis- 
cussion, the committees and 
depart- 


ments being a vast training school in 
which was a growing desire to be and 
to serve, a conscious strength which 
cannot possibly remain Inert, for it is 
bound to live. It is only people doubt- 
ful of their strength who use it vio- 
lently; the people doubtful of their 
place who are jealous of their tenure 
of it. But with, strength goes pa- 
tience, with freedom tranquility, and 
out of intelligence, guided but 
not 


cramj)cd, comes a comprehension of 
life that practices to heal all pain." 


Mrs. 
Hopley gave Mrs. Becker's 


meaning of Federation: "Friendship, 
Fealty, Faith, Patriotism, and Prin- 
ciple." Mrs. Hopely urged taking the 
feminist 
movement 
in its largest 


sense, using the grea- strength of our 
club women- in bringing about reforms 
affecting women and children. Jn con- 
clusion Mrs. Hopely gavo the data of 
many states where women have been 
active in state wide 
prohibition. 


Spealuntj of the Fifteenth Amendment 
of the Constitution of Ohio; she stated 
that the club women, following 
up 


this amendment, have, .through their 
own agitation, brought about reforms 
in state institutions for women and 
children. In her characteristic man- 
ner Mrs. Hopely declared for the suf- 
frage movement, urging the women to 
study the laws of their state in order 
to judge intelligently.

Tiffin, 


chairman of the department on con- 
servation, urged the conservation of 
good roads, also the saving of 
{he 


trees and wild' flowers on the road 
sides. 
• Miss Eda Ballard, recording secre- 
tary of the Federation, and Mrs.

.state auditor, outlined the benefits to 
be gained by tbe Endowment Fund, 
mentioning especially a fund for tha 
maintenance of a Bureau of Informa- 
tion and a club directory with- the 
necessary departments. Miss Johnson 
also spolce, emphasizing the need o£ 
this fund.

Social Hygiene. 


This week every Federated club in 


tbp state will receive a letter on Social 
Hygiene from Dr. Josephine L. Pierce 
of Lima, chairman of the department 
of public- health. Take time to read 
it, then act upon the suggested re- 
forms. These reforms working for "the 
elimination of vice -in,, the 
cities of 


Ohio, are well worth the concerted 
energies of all of our club women. 


The plan of the health, department 


is to hold three public meetings dur- 
ing March in every community, for 
the purpose of educating the • 'public 
along the lines 
of social hygiene. 


Eventually they hope to bring to pass 
an. injunction and abatement law. 


In the circular letter to be sent out 


by this department is a list of "bookr, 
on the vice evil, all of which are well 
worth reading. One of the "causes of 
the continuance of vice in our cities ~ 
is the refusal of many of our women 
to inform themselves as to existing 
condidtions. 


A child should'be taught to use its 


own handkerchief as early in life as 
possible. 1£ too young to blow Its 
own nose t&e mother should keep 'at' 
hand a 
special 
handkerchief 
for 


baby's use. 


One of the first home rules a child 


must be made to understand is that 
the hands must be washed before 
eating and the second is to learn that 
the hands must be kept away from 
the face, from picking the mouth and 
nose and from rubbing the nose.

Always avoid crowds and fowl air 


for liaby.

.The soil of the place was not nearly 
BO poor as ;the neighbors had said ii 
iwas^-not. even so poor as Sam bad 
thought 
The trouble was that the 


surface of the ground had merely been 
scratched, and he bad remedied this by 
thorough cultivation. Still the crops 
lacked something, and be found that 
each acre bad certain qualities. As he 
studied the farm be began to see that 
each bit of land was strong in certain 
ways and weak In others. 


There was no time to have soil analy- 


sis made .this year, but he began -to 
study closely the wild vegetation and 
trees,growing about and to read the 
bulletins and the book he had bought 
on "How Crops Grow." It wasn't an 
easy subject by any means. 'Sam read 
and reread the book and finally went 
over it slowly and studied it page by- 
page. Pretty soon he knew nearly as 
much about the soil he was cultivating 
as any expert could have told him. 
Here is what he learned about soil fer- 
tility: 


Acid in soil that causes crops to fire 


and die is indicated by sorrel growing 
on the land. Acid can easily be detect 
cd also by getting a slip of blue litmus 
paper for a nickel at the drug store 
and pressing it in a ball of the soiL 
If it turns red there Is acid. An appli- 
cation of lime cures this. 


Crops and plants of all kinds are fed 


by several elements of the soil, but 
there are three more important than 
the rest—nitrogen, potash and phos- 
phoric add. 


Nitrogen forms the leaves of plants— 


that part of the plant body which 
breathes. 


Potasb makes the trunk, stalk and 


tuber of plant or tree. 


Phosphoric acid reproduces—sets the 


blooms and makes abundant seed and 
fruit

Where trees grew or had grown well 


be knew that potash was plentiful. If 
leaves were rank,-nitrogen waa abun- 
dant If flowers .formed and fell off 
the plants before they should he knew 
the soil needed phosphoric acid. 


Finally the young farmer formed 


what be bad learned into nine rules 
and wrote them down in the back of 
one of his books, as follows: 


"1. Nitrogen (or ammonia) encour- 


ages strong leaf, vine and bush growth. 


"2. Potash makes firm'tuber, bulb 


and fiber. 


"3. Phosphoric add makes blooms set 


and seeds and seed pods form abun- 
dantly. 


"4. If the wild growth, on your farm

"5. If trees do not thrive, onions 


•eem s*ggy and tomato vines lack stnr- 
diness of stalk the soil needs potash. 
"G. If your tomatoes, melons, grain 
and cotton fail to set plenty of seed 
and fruit phosphoric acid is called for. 


"7. If you expect to take from your 


land a crop rich in leaf, as lettuce. In- 
crease the proportion of nitrogen in 
your fertilizer. 


"8. If potatoes or onions are desired

"9. If abundant corn, wheat, cotton 


bolls, melons, peaches, strawberries or 
tomatoes are wanted see to the phos- 
phoric acid." 


Sam made use ot wnat He naa learn- 


ed In planting and cultivating bis 
crops. He watched them closely, and 
if it seemed to nun that any of them 
were not doing well he began to bunt 
and study out the cause. 


Although be had fertilized all of the 


Farm to some extent before plowing, 
he worked manure into the furrows 
when -he planted bis cotton and tried 
to give everything be planted the food 
It demanded to do its best He found 
out that one good way,to apply this 
food was to sprinkle It on toe surface 
of the ground around the plants and 
work It in gently with hoe or rake. 


Sam made a top application of this 


kind to his cotton when it was well 
advanced in the summer. The soil of 
the contest acre had been well fertiliz- 
ed in the beginning, but Sam didn't 
want that corn to lack for any of the 
elements It needed to make two big, 
long ears to each stalk and sometimes 
three. He waited until it was Just 
about ready to silk; then be went to 
town and bought 400 pounds of fer- 
tilizer. He bad this mixed to suit him- 
self, for he bad figured out Just what 
lie thought the corn needed—*o much 
nitrogen and so much phosphoric acid.

which she sold jit $3 per dozen, or $1& 
From the thoroughbred flock, after se- 
lecting seventy pullets^, and five roost- 
ers to keep, she sold the cnils for $15, 
roosters at $1 and pullets at 50 cents. 


The egg market was very low during 


the summer months, but even at a few 
cents a dozen $20 worth were sold this 
year and the family had all they could 
consume "at home. Finally, in the fall,: 
tfce old flock of common chickens was 
Gold, bringing 25 cents each or $12.50 
in all. Surplus milk and butter from 
ine two cows brought. $50 for the year. 


But this wasn't alL The acre of 


watermelons, cantaloupes and vegeta- 
bles contributed its share. Sam's wa- 
termelons were a long white variety, 
with black seed and blood red .meat 
rocct as sugar. These melons. always 
brought something above the regular 
market price.

Hardly a day 
passed that he or his sister didn't have 
to drive to town to sell something 
Whenever It could bo arranged Sam al 
ways let Florence go, for then he could 
be hurrying the heavy work forward. 


September came and Florence enter 


ed the high school, but Sam, badly as 
be wanted to begin, found it impossl 
bio to do eo until after Christmas 
However, he began studying at night 
and for all the hard work bo did he 
managed to keep pretty close np with 
his classes. 


Late in the fall.be dug the acre of 


sweet potatoes, after stripping off tbe 
vines and feeding them to his hogs 
and found that be bad 150 bushels oi

government agent told him about seed. 
When his contest acre was at maturity 
he went down • the rows and tied 
strings to the stalks that bore the most 
and the finest ears. 


In the same-way, also, the young 


farmer selected bis cotton seed. Here 
and there in the rows he found stalks 
that -were unusually large and perfect 
in shape. These were generally In 
some rich place where they had been 
particularly. favored.

One of the best Washington portraits 


In existence, the Pruyn portrait, is to- 
tally unknown to the great majority of 
the American public, since no repro- 
duction of it has ever been made, but 
it was exhibited In New York for a 
short tune in the Van Cortlaudt man- 
sion. 


The Pruyn portrait presents the 


Washington familiar to us In the many 
Gilbert Stuart portraits, but it is per- 
haps one of the very best that ever 
came from that .artist's brush. It 
shows a General Washington full of 
life and vigor, with a ruddy coloring 
and a very ruddy nose. It belbiigs to 
Mrs. William Gorham Rice of Albany^ 
N. y., who is a member of the Pruyn 
family. 


This portrait is Washington's family 


portrait of himself and bung on the 
walls of Mount Tcrnon during nis resi- 
dence there. At his death it fell to 
the share of one of his four nephews, 
George Steptoe Washington. 


This Mr. Washington lived near Fal- 


mouth, on the north side of the Rap- 
pahannock, and the portrait occupied 
a prominent place ou his walls until 
tbe civil war. Then his homestead 
was suddenly filled with Union troops. 
To save the portrait its owner hasti- 
ly ripped it from the frame and 
placed it underneath the carpet in one 
of the bedrooms. As luck would have 
it, General Hancock chose to occupy 
that room during his stay-In Falmdnth 
and tramped unwittingly back and 
forth over the .Father of His Country. 
But the portrait was well protected by 
the carpet and is in fine condition.

FIRE UNDERWRITERS 


HEAR REPORT HADE 


ON CONDITIONS HERE 


The committee on fire prevention of 


the National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers has submitted to the board, a bul- 
letin giving the result of the visit of 
•T. H. Howland, engineer for the com- 
mittee, on Januarj 8 and 9, when he 
visited Newark and talked with offi- 
cials and leading business men regard- 
ing recommendations of the national 
board in their original report made in 
May, 
1912. 


Tlie report notes the installation of 


improved equipment In the fire depart- 
ment, changes made in the water works 
distribution system and the proposed 
purchase of fire apparatus to motorize 
the headquarters companies. 


It calls attention to the peril of be- 


ing without fire protection because ol 
the single 16-inch discharge main 
from the pumps to the distribution 
svstem. It recommends an additional 
pump at the waterworks station, more 
cross connections with the two sys- 
tems, an increase of 10 men in the 
fire department, the use of three-inch 
hose, more fire boxes, and complete 
headquarters apparatus for 
tbe fire 


alarm system. 


It also urges more complete l>uiWing 


and electrical wiring code, this matter 
now being wnder consideration 3>y a 
oomtnille of the city council.

The number of prisoners taken oy us 
during the last battles in this region 
has been increased to fitteen officers 
and more than 1000 men.
